William J. Bryan, speaking on Tues- 


day last before, the members of the 
Pennsylvania legislature, on the occa- 
sion of. the Jefferson anniversary din- 
ner of a democratic club, drew some 
sharp contrasts between democracy 
end aristocracy as they are represented 
in tlio political life of today. !n the 
course of his remarks 
ho predicted 


measures of great national Importance 
which twenty years ago would have 
been considered extreme, hut which 
now are regarded as the logical out- 
come of the progressive trend of mod- 
ern politics. Among these 
was 
the 


abolition of conventions for the presi- 
dential elections. 


Speaking of tho distinction drawn

his tendencies under tho guiso of an 
assumed democracy, 
and

popular favor. Of.such, tho secretary 
of state said: "1 do not know of any 
man who ever ran for office on aris- 
tocratic idea?, but I have known of 
some- democrats who ran for election 
on democratic ideas and 
afterwards 


adopted the aristocratic views, despite 
tho fact that the democratic view Is 
the popular view." 


As to adherence- to party platforms, 


Mr. Bryan exposed the shallow foun- 
dation on which party platform 
re- 


pudiation is generally based. A seeker 
after political office under a definite 
party enrollment is expected to uphold 
tbo. principles of that party. 
But 


sometimes ho finds it expedient for 
political considerations to modify, his 
views considerably after election, and 
strive to play to those whom ho for- 
merly opposed, attributing his change 
of. sentiment to the urgings of 
con- 


science. This not uncommon hypoc- 
risy -K&S eiposed by Mr. Bryan in a 
few brilliant sentences: 
"Xo man 


should violate his conscience, but that 
does Eot mean that he should violate 
his party platform. It means that his 
conscience should begin to .work be- 
fore ho is elected and not afterward. 
A. man who violates his party plat- 
form and betrays his party and the 
people, is a criminal worse than the 
man who embezzles money." 


As an instance of progressive legis 


latlon and a change in popular senti- 
ment, the secretary of state then spoke 
of the delight with which in a few- 
days he will put his signature to tho 
senatorial amendment Which Is to put 
the election of the United States sena- 
tors Into the hands of
